Andy McGinty, a section foreman 
on the B. & 0. Southwestern Rail­ 
road, was painfully injured 
about 
noon today when he was bit by an 
automobile 
and 
dragged 
several 
yards on the paved streets. 
He was 
removed t<» the Schneck 
Memorial 
Hospital where his injuries were giv­ 
en 
attention, 
lie 
suffered 
several 
scalp wounds and was bruised about 
the body. 
Mr. McGinty was able to 
return home late this afternoon. 
The automobile was driven by Dr. 
C. A. Hunter, of Reddington. 
lb* 
was going south on Ewing street and 
when 
he 
approached 
the 
Second 
street erossing he turned to his right 
to avoid a collision with a wagon 
going north. 
Mr. McGinty was on 
the east side of the street and s ta rt­ 
ed towards tiie 
west 
side but Dr. 
Hunter could not see him because 
of the wagon. 
Just as the autom o­ 
bile 
passed 
the 
vehicle 
McGinty 
stepped from behind it and was hit 
by the machine. 
Dr. Hunter endeavored to avoid 
the accident and turned 
suddenly 
towards the west side of the street. 
It was too late, however, to avoid 
the accident and Mr. McGinty was 
dragged to the sidewalk. 
The m a­ 
chine w a s run to the south side of 
the street and climbed upon the cur lit 
It struck a hitching pole which was 
broken off at the ground. 
When it was found that Mr. Mc- 
Ginty was hurt Ur. Hunter left his 
machine and accompanied him to the 
hospital where every attention was 
given the injured man. 
The automo­ 
bile was damaged, the rad iato r being 
broken and other parts shaken loose 
by coming in contact with the pole. 
Quite a number of persons wit­ 
nessed the accident and declared that 
it was almost unavoidable as neither 
Mr, McGintv nor the driver of the 
machine could see the danger be­ 
cause of the wagon. 
The automobile 
was not driving at a rapid rate of 
speed, the power having been shut 
off as the machine approached the 
wagon. 
E. Blish Thompson was near the 
scene of the accident and assisted 
in removing Mr. McGinty from under 
the.m achine. 
He was taken to the 
hospital in Mr, Thompson’s ear.
